The Moment of Improvement the One of Peril 


HE question which the nobleman asked of his 
servants concerning his son when he inquired 
of them “the hour when he began to’ amend” 

is a question we are all asking. Looking for im- 
provement in ourselves or in society, we must givé 
some thought to the question how we are to know 


it when it comes. It is not the easiest thing in the 
world to. telt when things are growing better. . It 
takes some spirituality for any of us to know. The 
best may lose heart and give over their efforts at the 
very moment their help is nigh, and throw away 
the experiments which were just about to issue in 
something that would-have requited all their toil. 
Just when all was beginning over again for this 
world of ours, and the Master was still among men, 
the very ones who had been most hopeful and prayer- 
ful for a better time came to him as the messengers 
of John to ask if perhaps, after all, they had not 
made a mistake. Christianity was not fifty years old 
when the mocker could say with a good dtal of ap- 
Sei truth, “Where is the promise of His coming? 
or, from the day that the fathers fell asleep, all 
things continue as they were from the beginning of 
the creation.” But it was the moment of improve- 
ment none the less, 

After a lifetime of consecrated effort Bishop But- 
ler sat oppressed in his castle with hardly a hope 
surviving. In the Church there was a dense stupor, 
a spiritual slumber so profound that godly men de- 
spaired, and to others it seemed as if Christianity 
had waxed old and was ready to vanish away. Butler 
did not know that a new day had cdme, and that 
the prayers of the hearts that broke for the Lord’s 
mighty working had been answered. For when 
John Wesley began his unparalleled apostolate he 
sounded a trumpet in Zion. Butler had known about 
Wesley, but he had. not suspected that the moment 
of improvement would strike in connection-with him. 
But there he was. England was being made over 
already. It is a perilous moment because it may be 
so easily missed. It never comes blatantly, blazoning 
itself like a bill-board. 

We are familiar with the proverb. that it is dark- 


est just before dawn. We are too dogmatic about 
what the signs of improvement should be, too apt 
to ask-that they should carry on their face all the 
promise of their full outcome. They never do. And 
often men with real and strong desire to get back 
into a better spiritual life just fail of it, not because 
their desire was not sincere, and not because as a 
matter of fact there were not eng | of signs that 
should have encouraged them, Sut ecause, of im- 
patience and pride which disdained these modest but 
sure “approaches of God.” The moment of improve- 
metit is a moment of peril because it may be such 
a modest, unassuming-looking moment. The rest of 
the world might think this sign, which to us for 
a little looks as if it might be our chance of a better 
begirining, a very unpromising thing; but. we have 
too often failed for just taking the world’s judg- 
ment about things. “The world’s coarse thumb,” 
Browning calls it. The most important moments in 
our life are hardly likely to be those which register 
at once in the recognition of the world around us. 
Neither are they likely to be moments when we feel 
we excitement. 
obody ever kept on improving more steadily than 
Daniel, but some of the occasions when he began 
to move forward looked very unpromising in that 
far-off heathen land. He knelt with a heavy heart; 
there was no instant result; but later on there came 
the thrilling word that “from the first day that thou 
didst set thy heart to understand, and to humble thy- 
self before thy God, thy words were heard” (Dan. 
10:12). The way most of us: fancy that improve- 
ment will come is by way of some sudden exalta- 
tion in ourselves, and so we neglect the opportuni- 
ties which would really make us better, because it 
is humbling ourselves in some way or other that gen- 
erally makes us better. A little humbling is the im- 
rovement most of us need. We know how well it 
ooks in others, how it commends itself to us, how 
we know they are improving the moment we see it! 
That good point of betterment is also a critical 
one, because so much else besides betterment comes 
with it. The devil comes also, of course, and when- 
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. ever he gets an inch of entrance he always tries to 
make us believe that he fills the whole scene. We 
cannot ask that things should be clearer for us than 
it has been for others; it is eno that we can see 
the ty that are all an honest Christian ought to 
ask. And those we can see every day if we will. 
The’Christian is here to discern t more quickly 
than others do, to discern them where discernment 
is difficult because life is always so mixed, 

When a great new water supply for which a great 

city has been waiting long is at last turned on and 
the new water comes with a rush it is a confused 
and muddy torrent. It pours into the reservoir, 
turbid and bearing with itself the dirt and refuse 
that have been loosened in the great change, until 
it looks as if it never would clear. Nor does it pre- 
cipitate at once, nor can it be used for long. It seems 
as if it would never settle, and any one who passed 
judgment upon it then would say that it had been 
better to let things be as they had been. But at 
length the sediment falls to its place, the great winds 
of God purify, the later current comes clearer and 
clearer, and the waters at last laugh and dance in the 
sun, ‘ 
The very men who were loudest for improvement 
often flinch when they see what disturbance it also 
brings. So long as everything exists in the serene at- 
mosphere of the idea they are willing to have al- 
most anything done. Not a dissenting voice in the 
whole méeting about the need of making over the 
city or getting new life and people into the church. 
Splendid ! Never was such unanimity seen for years. 
But when it comes to the way in which it shall be 
done, the steps that shall be taken, and the costs to 
be undertaken, “ay, there’s the rub,” and they feel 
that somehow they have been misled. Improvement 
to them cannot be improvement unless it can come. in 
without all these hindrances. And so we may well 
give our attention to the critical character of im- 
provement, lest ‘we expect too much or deceive our- 
selves about the only way in which it can come, Let 
us not go on idly dreaming of it, thinking we want it 
when we really do not. Improvement is not an idyl, 
it is a conflict and sometimes a cross, and always a 
cost; and the peril is that seeing this we shall give 
it all up and forsake it. 

And then too 4H moment of improvement some- 
times comes too Ite. It came too late with the old 
ne in France. They had put it off and put if 
off through warnings and mutterings and signs that 
had been gathering for years, but they would not 
listen. They could turn to when they would, and 
take thought of that clamorous world which had too

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long smarted under their scorn. Never fear, the 
as would be only too glad to accept some little 

tterment whenever they should graciously con- 
descend to grant it. At last the day struck when 
they knew that some improvement was now impera- 
tive, and they started to amend things: but that was 
their most dangerous hour. It was too late. While 
their decision was slowly forming, the decision of 
others was taking shape much more rapidly, and at 
mye it uttered itself and “they found no place for 
a change of mind in their subjects, though they sought 
it diligently with tears.” 

“I never worked and I never learned how to work, 
and now I cannot,” said a lazy man with whom 
things had gone well enough so long as his natural 
health and spirits had lasted him; but when these 
suffered a breakdown and work would have been the 
means by which he might pull himself back to the 
normal, he could not begin. Work and prayer more 
often than anything else pull us out of the slough, 
and we «ust not trifle with the power to work 
saying that we can begin to use it any time. Here 
was a man who could not begin. 

The hour at which we began to amend! These 
are the perils of it. They are-evident. They are 
worth taking thought of. But still around the hour 
of improvement or the moment of wishing for it 
here hangs all, the glow of God’s gracious prom- 
ises. One swift look at the dangers,—but not too long, 
lest we become fascinated with them and do not 
dare to stir. And then with all ovr hearts to the 
first thing or anything which puts us on the way 
oward it. - “I want you,” writes James Smetham, 
“to try to realize, while you seek, that as soon as 
your foot is turned to the fields of gold, all heaven is 
astir to help you. Strange helps will come to you, 
— hints, intuitions, breathings, curious allurements.” 
We might also remember Lincoln’s cheery, patient 
maxim that “things are all right if they are gettin 
better.” Best of all, “we know that all things work 
together for good to them that love God.” 





What is Premillenarianism ? 


In your issue of December 20 I notice a letter from 
a seminary student who claims to be a strong “pre- 
millenarian,” while the school he attends is strong 
“postmillenarian.” 

Now, since I am not a college man, nor versed in 
the phraseology of theological students, will you kindly 
explain for the benefit of an ordinary man just what 
your) correspondent means by those two terms?—A 
Province of Quebec Reader. 


I am an Indian missionary. All around me are those 
who are premillenarians. I am neither a “pre” nor a 
“post.” 

By that I mean I believe, on the one hand, that a 
long era of peace and prosperity is not to usher in the 
the Millennium as the “post” believes. 

But i am prevented from accepting the full “pre” 
program because of the extreme positions taken by some 
of its advocates. 

A missionary whom I touch daily in my work tells 
me John 3:3, John 3:16, John 20: 31 are all Jewish 
and that we have nothing to do with it. That the Great 
Commission was given to the Jews for the Jews; bap- 
tism by water is obsolete, the only baptism recognized 
in the Bible is Spirit baptism; Lord’s Supper has a 
Jewish tint to it; Abrahamic Covenant a material cov- 
enant, nothing spiritual to it; regeneration is never 
spoken to Christians, only to Jews; forgiveness is not 
the basis for justification, and therefore forgiveness is 
revocable, etc., etc. 

I cannot accept such statements, and I am afraid the 
truth of premillenarianism is being put to abuse and 
the doctrine made obnoxious, Won’t you help me?— 
An Arizona Missionary. 


Most premillenarians would utterly reject these 
strange and regrettsBle statements concerning Scrip- 
ture truth, as The “Sunday School Times certainly 
rejects them. They have no part in true Scriptural 
doctrine; yet a vast body of Christians, of all de- 
nominations, through the nineteen centuries have be- 
lieved as multitudes of Christians do to-day, that 
“premiilenarianism” is one o f the central and pre- 
cious teachings of God’s Word. 

The word “premillennial” is made from the Latin 
words “pre,” “milie,” and “annus.” “Pre” means “be- 
fore,” as in “preceding.” “Mille” means a thousand. 
“Annus” means “year.” Thus “millennium” means 
a period of one thousand years. And we see that 
“premillennial” is an adverb meaning “before the 
millennium.” 





So a premillennial event is an event that occurs 


before the millennium. The word “postmillennial” 
takes its time element from the Latin “post,” mean- 
ing after; and a postmillennial event is an event that 
occurs after the millennium. 

Now these two words, premillennial and post- 
millennial, have come into common use as associated 
with the return of the Lord Jesus Christ to this 
earth. Those who look for his premillennial return 
look for his return to this earth before the millen- 
nium, Postmillennial believers look for Christ’s re- 
turn after the millennium. 

The word “millennium,” while etymologically mean- 
ing simply a thousand years,—as in such a state- 
ment as that Abraham, having lived 1900 B. C., lived 
almost. two millenniums before Christ,—has come 
to be the generally accepted term for the coming 
“Golden Age” of one thousand years in which Eden’s 
conditions shall be restored on earth, and in which 
“the earth shall be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the sea” (Is2. 11:9). Both 
Gld Testament dnd New are filled with references 
to and descriptions of this coming age of earthly 
blessediftss. fe is epitomized in Romans 8:21 as 
being that time when “the creation itself also shall 
be delivered from the bondage of corruption into 
the liberty of the glory of the children of God.” Its 
duration is given in Revelation 20:2 as “a thousand 
years.” 

Postmillenarians believe that this Golden Age 
will be culminated or crowned, after its completion, 
by the return of Christ to this earth; that Christ 
thus is to come back after the millexnium. 

Premillenarians. believe that earth’s. Golden Age 
cannot come until Christ himself has come, and that 
his coming will commence, usher in, and alone make 
possible, the millennium ; thus they believe that Christ 
must come before the millennium can begin. The 
millennium is also called the Kingdom Age, as it is 
that age or dispensation in which Christ’s Kingdom 
will be fully established on earth. Aud premillen- 
arians believe that there can be no established King- 
dom without the return of the King. 

It is an interesting and very significant fact that 
postmillenarians necessarily base their belief largely 
on human reasoning and are in all honesty obliged 
to explain away much Scripture to do so. Premil- 
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lenarianiom, on the oes. hand, ie mot a tier at 
uman reasoning at all, but its sed on 8

Every true doctrine of the Word of God has suf- 

fered, at the hands of men, by perversion, forcing, 
and extreme and unjustified interpretations, There 
would seem to be no doctrine that Satan hates -as 
he does this of the personal return of his eternal 
enemy and victorious conqueror, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. For Satan, the present usurping “prince of 
this world” (John 14: 30; 16:11) knows that if and 
when Christ comes back to earth Satan’s reign will 
be over. Therefore he has successfully sought in 
many ways to turn Christian people away from the 
“blessed hope” of Christ’s return to bring in the 
millennium. And when Satan finds that he cannot 
peseent the acceptance of this truth, he does what 
ie so often does in other connections : he drives Chris- 
tians beyond the, Word and will of God, into posi- 
tiorls and interpretations that ‘only bring the truth 
into disrepute. _ 

As we recognize these facts, and as we seek with 
earnest and open hearts and minds for God's own 
word, His Holy Spirit will “lead us into all the 
truth” (John 16:13).

“The Things Which Shall Come to Pass’.

III. The Things Which Shall Be Hereafter. Chapters 


‘4 to 22. 


1. The Rapture of the Church (Chap. 4:1. Com- 
re 2 Cor. 12:1-4). First Resurrection, or Barley 
rvest (see 1 Thess. 4: 13-18; 1 Cor. 15: 51-52). 

2. The Vision of the Throne, the Scroll and the 
Lamb (Chap. 4:2 to 5:14). 

(1) The Rainbow Throne (Chap. 4: 2-11). “Jasper 
and Sardine” (diamond and carnelian), first and 
last stones in the breastplate of the High Priest, on 
which were inscribed the names Judah (praise) and 
Naphtali (wrestling) ; the blazing glory of God seen 
in Christ. Twenty-four elders; courses of the . 
hood (see 1 Chron. 24: 4-18), representing both Old 
and New Testament saints, as royal personages. Liv- 
ing creatures (cherubim; see Ezek. 1 S 10). Rain- 
bow suggests the completed promises of God (Com- 
pare Gen. 9: 12-17). 

(2) The Lion of Judah and the Scroll (Chap. 5: 


via). The seven sealed book refers to the title 
dee 


of earth obtained through redemption. Man 
has tried and is still trying to open it; but the Lion 
of Judah, the “Pet. Lamb” of God, alone is able. 
The taking of the Book is the sublimest act of the 
Apocalypse. It is the beginning of the answer to 
the prayer, “Thy Kingdom come.” No wonder it is 
followed by Heaven’s Hallelujah Chorus. 


Two words, “Throne” and “Lamb,” are a key to the char- 
acter of the entire Book. Throne is found twenty-seven 
times. Lamb twenty-eight. 

Faces of the cherubim: lion (majesty); ox (endurance and 
sacrifice); man (intelligence); eagle (rapidity). 


The Tribulation Period 

(Chapter 6:1 to 19: 10.) 
This is the time of Jacob’s Trouble; the last seven years 
of Gentile dominion (see Dan. 9:27). Compare also the 
words of Christ, “the beginning of sorrows,” and “the 


tribulation of those days’ (see Matt. 24:8 with 24: 21, 29). 
The Jews have returned in unbelief to Palestine. 


3. The Opening of the Seals (Chap. 6:1 to 8:6). 

(1) White Horse. _Peaceable conquest; the rise 
of..Antichrist (see Matt. 24: 4-5). 

(2) Red Horse. War. Class struggle rather than 
nations (see Matt. 24:6). 

(3) Black Horse. Famine. Not due to scarcity of 
food, but of that with which to buy. Rich are well 
provided for (see Matt. 24:7). 

(4) Pale Horse. Pestilence and Death (see Matt. 
24:73; compare Ezek, 14:21). 

(5) Souls Under. the Altar. Persecution and mar- 
tyrdom, from .which there can be no escape until 
after the Tribulation (see Matt.

Man 
has. chaosed the world and, though he has had nine- 
teen centuries to unchaos it, history records nothing 
but failure. Jesus alone can set it right; and he will. 

There is no excuse here for slothfulness; but every 
reason for unceasing toil. We can take our stand 
for everything that ts right and good; we can work 
on unflinchingly for Jesus, knowing that we are on 
the winning side and we can hear even now the sound 
of the golden trumpet announcing his near approach. 
This is a task worthy of the finest steel, and in the 
doing of it the mightiest will fail and fall unless he 
learns what, as a liberal, I never knew: that 
individual initiative and self-reliance can never win 
in this great battle for the Lord. I know that my 

reat tack is far too big forme, but I know that my 

ord is greater than all. What a joy it is just to 
throw your whole weight upon him and know that 
he will see you through. 

I am glad that there came a time in my life when 
God applied the acid test. So many things stand 
man’s test that fail when God gets ready for his 
test. I was ‘called upon to pass through experiences 
that I need not mention here; sorrow, doubt, unbe- 
lief. I went to those who had been my teachers in 
philosophy and science and literature; I opened their 
books and they had no sure word for me when God 
was testing. I found that I had built wood, hay, stub- 
ble, and God’s fire burned them up; nothing was 
left. Not a thing in my liberal, critical thinking 
was worth the paper it was written on. A had either 
to go away from faith entirely, or go back to the 
Lord Jesus as I had once known him, 

I decided to go back to Jesus. It meant a great 
many changes; it meant a large conflagration of old 
sermons, the work of many years; it meant starting 
out anew with a different emphasis in my preach- 
ing altogether; it meant I knew not what, perhaps 
no place except the street to preach; it meant, oh, 
what did not this suRRENDER fnean! But I did not 
care what it meant; as for me, I was going to serve 
the Lord. 


I had built up the foolish hope of an intellectual. 


ministry ; I came to know that that would not do for me, 
—I was sure of it before I made my surrender; and 
it is becoming clearer and clearer that my mission is 
being just a witness for the Lord and his power to 
save from sin. How I wish every minister could 
feel this way about it, too, for I am sure that this is 
the highest and truest type of preaching, and oh, how 
it is needed. Men who have not accepted Jesus are 
Lost, lost. Jesus Christ came down past all of science 
and- philosophy and literature to do just one thing, 
“Seek and save that which was lost.” God forbid 
that his ministers should attempt any other. thing. 
There is strong opposition to this kind of preach- 
ing and I believe it will increase until the Lord 
comes; the issues to-day are not on questions of 
morals or church government, or social relations, but 
upon the Deity of Jesus and salvation through his 
blood alone.

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. Religious Liberty Threatened in Hungary 


HE Protestant Churches of Hungary have ad- 
dressed an earnest appeal “to their brethren in 
other lands” to save them from the destruction of 
religious liberty, threatened by Roumanian claims. 

The Greek Orthodox Church is the only form of 
religion tolerated in Roumania. The Roumanian army 
of invasion made captive some of the principal re- 
ligious leaders of Transylvania. If the Western 
Powers do not intervene, it is claimed, the Lutheran 
Church of Hungary will lose all her theological 
colleges, those of Sopron, Pozsony, and Eperjes, in- 
stitutions that have served from the Reformation. 

The same fate, it is said, would befall the Re- 
formed Church of Hungary. She would lose the 
theological colleges of Kolozsvar- and Sarospatak. 
She would -lose in Transylvania alone seven high 
schools, three normal trating schools, one girls’ sec- 
ondary school, and six hundred primary schools, More 
than one thousand, that.is half, of the total. number of 
the congregations would become scattered under the 
foreign rule of different countries. 

Dr. James I.-Good, of the Reformed Church The- 
ological Seminary, Dayton, Ohio, writes The Sunday 
School Times, at its request for information: 

“The Hungarian Protestant churches. were _ pe- 
culiarly unfortunate last year. First Roumania 
and Serbia took large districts in the southern and 
southeastern parts of Hungary, and the Czecho-Slavs 
took a district in the northeastern part. As Rou- 
mania and Serbia do not grant religious liberty the 
Protestants in their districts will probably be op- 
pressed by the Greek Church, which is the State 
church. But this was not all of the misfortunes of 
Hf@ifigarian Protestantism. When the Bolsheviki under 
Bela Khun gained control they attempted to anni- 
hilate the Protestant churches. Of Bela Khun’s cab- 
inet forty out of forty-six were Jews, although the 
Jews are a very small minority of the population in 
Hungary. They were Jewish rationalists, — extreme 
Socialists, who wanted no religion; or if there was 
a religion, it must be by and for the working people. 

“The whole organization of the Protestant 
churches was destroyed. Thus in the Reformed 
Church, which contains most of the Protestants of 
Hungary, the Conventus, which governed the church, 
was torn to pieces. Rumor has it that the president 
was killed. Of the six Reformed pastors in Buda 
Pesth three were deposed and dismissed because the 
had not been workmen in trades. This was true all 
over Hungary. Many of these deposed pastors were 
glad to get seeular positions-as gardeners, if only 
to get something upon which to live. Large endow- 
ments of the church were seized and destroyed by 
the Bolsheviki. The churches are for the present 
ruined there. Not for centuries has there been such 
a diabolical attempt to destroy a church. 

“Strange to say, while this was going on, there be- 
gan a mass movement of the Jews toward Protestant- 
ism, as they feared that the reaction that would 
ultimately come against Bela Khun would lead to 
pogroms against the Jews, in which many -would be 
killed as in Russia. As Bela Khun has been overthrown, 
it is hoped that the scattéfed fragments of the 
churches may come together again. But this will 
be difficult, as their members have always been ac- 
customed to rely on the State for any initiative and 
have not been trained to self-reliance or self-initia- 
tive. The Protestant churhces of Hungary at this pres- 
ent moment greatly need the prayers and help of the 
Christians Fs America.”

It is to be hoped that teacher and class are con- 
tinuing their study of the book of Revelation as a 
whole, with the guidance of the articles in last week’s 
and this week’s issues of The Sunday School Times, 
by Mr. La Reau, on “Things Seen and ‘the Things 
Which Are,’” and “Things Which Shall Be Here- 
after.” This will clear. up many common misunder- 
standings as to the message of the book. 

Taking the entire seventh chapter of Revelation, 
as we may readily do, notice God’s wonderful pro- 
vision and promise-keeping for his Chosen People 
the Jews (vs. 1-8). Twelve thousand from*’éach 
of the twelve tribes of Israel are saved. We know 
how important the “seal” is on certain legal docu- 
ments and contracts between men. A signature must 
often be accompanied by the proper seal, to be of 
binding effect. And here God says that 144,000 of his 
servants must be “sealed” (vs. 3, 4), — and that means 
unto eternal life: other passages on this sealing by 
the Holy Spirit should be read here (Eph. 1:13; 4: 
30); In what tragic contrast with the sealing by the 

oly Spirit of those who have believed on Christ is 
the sealing of another great multitude, with the 
mark of the antichrist, unto eternal death (Rev. 13: 
8, 16, 17)? 

One hundred ‘and forty-four thousand is a great 

number ; but now we see a much rete number (v. 

). The first multitude is of saved Jews; the second, 
‘which no man could number,” is of saved Gentiles. 
Are all Christian believers in this second group, the 
“great multitude . . . out of every nation”? See 
what the class think; then explain why this is not 
so: that, as Dr. Griffith Thomas (I, 2) shows, this 
innumerable great multitudé is not the church of 
Christ, but another company of God’s redeemed ones. 

In other words, after the true Church of Christ, 
which has been in process of building during this 
entire Christian dispensation, is completed, as the 
body of Christ, by the return of Christ the Head of 
the church for his body, it will be caught up out of 
this world to meet the Lord in the air in what is 
called the “rapture” of the church-(1z Thess. 4: 13- 
17), and will not, according to the belief of many 
sound Bible students, be permitted to suffer in “the 
great tribulation,” and therefore will*not be of this 
great multitude.” After the church has been caught 
out of the world, a great multitude of those left on 
earth, who up to that time have been unbelievers, 
will turn to. the Word of God and Christ as Saviour, 
will refiise to’ worship. the then reigning world-em-

peror, or beast, and will pay the penalty by their life- 
blood. This is the “great multitude, which no man 
could number,” who are “before the throne and be- 
fore the Lamb” in our lesson. ’ 

There are two suggestive novels, works of fiction, 
based on the Bible’s teaching as to the Lord’s re- 
turn and the great tribulation and the reign of the 
beast, which are well worth reading by older pupils 
and adults: Sydney Watson’s “In the Twinkling of 
an Eye,” and “The Mark of the Beast” (Christian 
Alliance Publishing Company, 318 West 3oth Street, 
New York City, each book, $1). 

That all in this great multitude are believers in 
Jesus Christ as Saviour is seen from the fact that 
they are “arrayed in white robes” (v. 9), and that 
“they washed their robes, and made them white in 
the blood of the Lamb” (v. 14). That is the only 
way of salvation, whether for jews or Gentiles, 
whether for Old Testament believers, the New Tes- 
tament church, or tribulation saints (Acts 4:12). 
The class should be reminded that the blood test is 
the touchstone of all religious teaching that claims 
to be giving the Gospel: if it omits the substitution- 
ary, blood atonement of Christ, it is “another gos- 
pel” which leads men to death, not to life. Blessed 
passages on the cleansing power of God’s Gospel are 
Psalm 51:7; Isaiah 1: 18; 1 John 1:7. 


The Truth that Is Golden 


To be in the personal presence and fellowship. of 
the Lord Jesus Christ is the fullest, most glorious 
blessing that God can give any one. Let us ask God 
to make clear to our classes the wonders of verses 
15-17. There are seven distinct points in those three 
verses, as Dr. Griffith Thomas (I, 3) shows. And 
while these God-breathed words are spoken specially 
of the tribulation saints, we know that much of the 
same blessing, especially the presence and fellow- 
ship of Christ, is to be the part of all redeemed ones. 
It may well bring tears of joy to our eyes to realize 
that “God shall wipe away every tear from their 
eyes” (v. 17) for all of his children who have ever 
suffered. And so we may well “reckon that the suf- 
ferings of this present time are not worthy to be-com- 
pared with the glory which shall be revealed to us- 
ward” (Rom. 8:18; 2 Cor. 4:17; James 1: 2-4). 
Teaching Points 

If this group of the saved, “which no man could 
number, out of every nation,” consists only of those 
“that come ‘out of the great tribulation,” how great 
is the total nymber of all the saved from all man- 
kind -of all: ages! Let us praise God for this.

[f IT is likely that we have any adequate concep- 
tion at all of the unseen heaven it is because the 
Word of God has put itsdescription in terms that 
are not unfamiliar to us in our life experience here. 
Beautiful as the conception is to’ us; the compatison 
of heaven to a home would be wholly lost on. those 
who had no experience of the love, the peace, the 
joy, of a home where Christ has come. to abide. Is 
that why this comparison, so familiar to Christian 
people, does not seem to be a scriptural one? Or 
pee aps better, is it possible that Christianity in 
uilding the Christian home has created a new in- 
terpretation of heaven, not at variance with Scrip- 
ture, but more. fully interpreting it through the crea- 
tion of an experience without which such interpre- 
tation would be impossible? 

The picture presented in the lesson was undoubtedly 
of greater significance to the early Christians than 
to the ordinary Christian of to-day, for at Jeast 
three reasons. They were looking for the early re- 
turn of the Lord. They would therefore be deeply 
concerned with “the things which shall be hereafter.” 
They were experiencing bitter persecution, which 
would make them very sympathetic with those who 
were seen as having come out of the great tribula- 
tion into the victory group around the throne. And 
finally, living as they did under the rule of Emperors 
not only cruel to the Christians but naturally hedged 
about so that but few of the despised sect would 
ever hope to be received into their presence with 
favor, the whole scene had for them a meaning that 
it can hardly have for us with our easy democratic 
access to governors and presidents, and even to kings. 
To them the exaltation of this white-robed throng 
must have exceeded anything of which we in demo- 
cratic America can dream.

1. The Lesson’s Main Message 


The Great Company fy. 9). Note the (1) number, 
(2) the universality, (3) the position (before the 
throne and the Lamb), (4) the symbol of purity, 
(5) the emblem of victory. These are to be the fea- 
tures of the life to come. Christianity is the one 
universal religion, and in spite of all fears to the 
contrary the saved will hereafter be seen to be “a 
great multitude which no man can number.” 


The Glad Confessions (vs. 10-12). There are two 
companies with their praises. (1) The human, with 
their acknowledgment of salvation. Only those who 
are redeemed-“fgom sin can praise God for esalva- 
tion; (2) thé superhuman, with their sevenfold 
ascription of praise. Note the threefold (4:11), and 
fourfold (5:13) also. The “living creatures” are 
probably some heavenly beings like the cherubim, 
of whom we know nothing. (1 


The Glorious Cause (vs. 13-15). When the apos- 
tle is asked for the explanation of these people and 
refers the question back he learns that the cause of 
their being present is redemption. They had been 
delivered out of the great tribulation (v. 14), and 
had been cleansed in the atoning blood. It was on 
this account alone (“therefore,” v. 15) they were in 
God’s presence and were enabled to serve him. The 
reference to “the great tribulation” (not tribulation 
in general) is a proof that these are not the church, 
which is to be saved out of or from the tribulation 
(3:10), but another company of God’s redeemed 
ones, saved after the removal of the church (1 Thess. 
4:17). See Scofield’s Notes. But the great prin- 
ciple is the same. They are with God because re- 
deemed by Christ. (2) 

The Gracious Consequences (vs. 15-17). They are 
not only in heaven, but (1) God is with them (v. 15); 
they are free from want (v. 16); perfectly protected 

v. 16); constantly led (v. 17); absolutely satisfied 
i 17), and eternally joyful (v. 17). (3)

(2) There are mes- 
sages of Christ, to churches and individuals. (3) 
There are relations of Christ, to heaven, earth, and 
hell. (4) There are works of Christ, in the church 
fenastenins). in Israel (restoring), and in the world 
judging) ; There are victories of Christ, in- 


cluding the effects of the Cross, the establishment 


‘of his kingdom, and the defeat of his foes. And 


so in spite of the difficulties the assurance of bless- 
ing on the reader (1:3) is still true. 


IV. The Heart of the Lesson 


The one thought of the pessege, is worship, and 
as this attitude of the soul to God is very important 
(John 4: 20-24; 1 Cor. 14:25) it is worth while try- 
ing to discover what are the elements of true wor- 
ship now. It consists of seyen features, not one of 
which can be omitted: 

1. Repentance. The true attitude to sin. 

_2. Confession. The expression of our attitude to 
sin. 

3. Trust. The surrender of the soul to God, and 
dependence on him. 

4. Thanksgiving, Acknowledgment of God’s gifts to 
us. 
5. Prayer. Requests for needs, 

6. Praise. Recognition of what God is in himself. 

7. Adoration, Attitude of the soul in humility be- 
fore God’s greatness, in sincerity before God’s holi- 
ness, in joy before God’s goodness. 

When these are observed our worship is “in spirit 
and truth,” 

In the future life, the first two will be unnecessary, 
and even the third and fifth will be less important. 
Heavenly worship will consist of the other three ele- 
ments of thanksgiving, praise, and adoration.

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The Prophecy in This Lesson 
By Howard A. Banks 


S THIS entire lesson is prophecy, and as every 

one of The Sunday School Times’ lesson writers 
will be interpreting “the prophecy in this lesson,” 
there is nothing distinctive in the lesson treatment 
for this department to deal with. rereene. however, 
it may be worth while to note how the Great Tribu- 
lation itself (v. 14) has been a sukject of prophecy. 
The Psalmist saw it (Psa. 2:5), and this first men- 
tion in the Bible is the key to its meaning — the “sore 
displeasure” of Jehovah against a wayward world 
aed sets itself against His anointed, the Lord Jesus 

rist. 

Jeremiah (30: 4-7) strikingly pictures it, and calls 
it “the time of Jacob’s trouble.” Daniel glimpsed 
it in dreadful foreboding (12:1), and our Lord him- 
self next takes up this thread of prophecy, and from 
him we learn that God’s mercy will touch this “dies 
irae” by deliberately shortening it, else all flesh should 
be destroyed by its black fury. The Bible’s full men- 
tion of this period is given by John in the Apocalypse 
(Rev. 11-18). fo gives a blessed word of comfort 
to the Philadelphia church (Rev. 3:10) by declar- 
ing that it will be kept from this dreadful “hour 
of trial.” It is generally accepted that this “keeping” 
refers to the rapture of the Church “in the air” 
(1 Thess, 4: 13-17) on the eve of the Tribulation. 

here is a school of prophecy, however, which 
holds that the church must enter the Tribulation, and 
be saved out of this “hour” by God’s protecting prov- 
idences on the earth until the Rapture. Some teachers 
of this school say that the Church will go mto the 
Tribulation, and others that it will go through it. 
Both parties ‘point out a Scriptural distinction be- 
tween tribulation and wrath, affirming that tribula- 
tion is the portion of the Church but that wrath is 
not. Hence, they conclude that the Church will con- 
tinue in the midst of all tribulation, including that 
which is greatest, but will escape the wrath which 
immediately succeeds it.

Thus we shall make ourselves ready for the perma- 
nent obedience in front of us. 


Moreover, those dwellers with God are men and 
women whose satisfaction is complete, 

John lingers in musical words over this aspect of 
their experience. He that sitteth on the Throne shall 
spread His tabernacle over them. They shall hunger 
no more. The Lamb shall lead them to living foun- 
tains of waters. And God shall wipe away every tear 
from their eyes. “Which, when I had seen,” as Bun- 
yan confesses in a wistful sentence, “I wished myself 
among them.” Well, and we ought to be among them. 
The shelter of God’s tabernacle, which is just the 
consciousness of his love to ourselves; the food and 
the drink of Christ’s sustaining Word and Christ’s in- 
timate fellowship; the fountain of his abiding and 
fructifying life springing up within; the divine com-

—we ought not to wait for these blessednesses till 
we are in the far-stretching land; they should fill 
us with quiet and rest while the road winds uphill. 
Our Christianity is not operative enough. It does 
not convey the idea to the world that we have been 
taught a supreme secret, and are admitted already 
to a paradise of marvels and delights. God help us 
to demonstrate that ours are satisfactions in being 
as well as in prospect. 


Again we survey John’s great multitude. It is

The onlooker beholds them in white robes and with 
palms in their hands. The white of the child’s in- 
nocence, of the bride’s joy, and of the priest’s sanc- 
tity, is the sign and color now of the conqueror’s 
triumph. And when the hand no longer grasps the 
sword-hilt or wields the sword-blade, but lifts the 
palm-branch instead, we are sure that “giant and fiend 
are vanquished at last.”

(1 Peter 3 : 8-12) 


Mon.—Courtesy to the Aged (Lev. 19 : 32). 
Which gets more benefit out of obeying 
this Scripture—the one who honors the 
old, or the old person honored? Here is 
a golden crown for a golden action. 

Tues.—Courtesy in Speech (1: Sam. 25 : 6). 
A firm advertising for help used this 
phrase, “Courtesy is cash to us.” Jesus 
was not soft. He introduced a new cour- 
tesy to the world toward women. 

Wed.—Courtesy to Strangers (Heb. 13:1; 
Gen. 18:1-8). A big city is the loneliest 
place in the world — not the desert. Every- 
body is a stranger; everybody is lone- 
some. If you walk with Jesus you have 
cheer for everybody. 

Thurs.—Courtesy to the Poor (James 2: 1-9). 
It is only to the poor that pure courtesy 
can be shown. They cannot return it. 
They do not expect it. It is a proof of 
Christian grace to be courteous to the 
poor. 

Fri—A Failure in Courtesy (Luke 7 : 36-50). 
This Scripture shows that giving a friend 
a banquet may not be courtesy; but that 
sincerely expressed gratitude is the finest 

_~ courtesy. 

Sat—A Courtesy to Christ (John 4: 5-14). 
How few Christians are courteous to Christ! 
He speaks and they do not answer; he asks 
a favor and they are busy; he asks for a 
little season of prayer, but there are al- 
ways excuses. 


“IDE COURTEOUS” is the command 
of this lesson. Courtesy is a mark 
of Christian consistency. If there is 
any love in the heart from Christ it 
will always show up in courtesy; for 
courtesy is only a mark of considera- 
tion for others. Courtesy pays. Self- 
ishness collects high interest. 
The story is told of a young man 
who got tired of supporting his old 











He started with him to the 
poorhouse. The old man sat down 
on. a stone to a by the way poli 6 
gan to cry. “Dry your tears,” angrily 
shouted the son. — : 
“No, som I can’t,” said the feeble old 
man, “memory is too strong. I’m get- 
ting what I deserve. I can remember 
the day when I took my old father to 
the poorhouse and he sat on this same 
stone it tas Sy asking me. to change 
my mind. Yes, son, I’m getting what 
I deserve. I guess crying is useless. I'll 
get up and we'll go on to the poorhouse.” 
“You will not,” shouted the son. “If 
that’s the law between father and son, 
I'll go to the poorhouse with my son 
some day. I'll just turn this law around.

_ Though courtesy should not be prac- 
tised primarily for profit, it is a good 
thing to know that all the ways of 
Christ in unselfish living have a reward 
and a glorious reflex action. This law 
holds in all Christian living, “He that 
loveth, his life shall lose it; and he that 
hateth his life in this world shall keep 
it unto life eternal.” Would you know 
the highest of life’s profits? Then lose 
your life for Christ’s sake. 

Do you want your life to be filled 
with Christlike fruit? Then you must 
know there is only one sure way of fruit- 
bearing, “Except a corn of wheat fall 
into the ground and die, it abideth alone; 
but if it die, it bringeth forth much 
fruit.” Repeat those wonderful words 
over and over to Him in prayer, “If 
it die, if it die.” Because this life of 
dying to self is so exquisitely beautiful 
the world, not willing to die, has in- 
vented or copied courtes} to oil up the 
wheels of the everyday life. But if 
you would have the real life of which 
the laws of courtesy are only a cheap 
copy, dare to know Jesus Christ and be 
made conformable unto his death. 


What common courtesies may we 
show ?—Suppose you check up by mak- 
ing a list and seeing how many things 
on the list of courtesies you do. 


How are courtesy and thoughtfulness 
related?—4s the mouth speaks out of 
the fulness of the heart, so our manners 
speak out what our hearts feel. If, we 
have to poke up our memory for others, 
it is because our heart is selfish. 

Why is courtesy worth striving for? 
—It pays big dividends in friendship, 
peace, and blessing. It is the more abun- 
dant life of Christ in its daily, practi- 
cal out-working. Get the original 
courtesy from Christ. Don’t put up with 
a copy or poor human substitute.
